Bob, as many know, is very active on the VHF 
and UHF bands and will present practical infor- 
mation on 432 transmitters, receivers, and 
antennas. If you contemplate working OSCAR 
7, to be launched this month, Bob will show 
you how to make a 432 SSB rig.
